This decision followed a re- 
quest from Washington to ascer- 
tain whether therm was equip- 
ment on the reparations Ist 
which would more effectively 
serve the’ purposes of the Huro- 
penn Recovery Programme by re- 
maining in| Germany, 

Tne British statement said the 
Government dit not believe that 
n case could be made out in res- 
pect of more than a relatively 
small number of plants. 

“It can do no good elther to 
Europe or to Germany to Icave 
In the Bizone useful industrial:

} discuss opera In this Colony fs 
rather like talking about cocktall— 
burs in the middle of the Sahara, In- 
deed even in England, where Covent 
Garden, Sadier’s Wells, the Carl Rosa 
do a noble best to stimulate an In- 
terest in this neglected art-form, tho 
reaction of the general public ts tar- 
gely one of lethargic dis-intcrest 
Why should this be s0? 


The answer lies, I belleve, 
personal approach. Opera in itself 
unwittingly conveys an impression 
of stately dowagers and horse drawn 
carriages of the Victorian age. Un- 
doubtedly a first night ut Covent 
Garden /s a soclal ag much ag artistic 
event, and becouse of that it is 
thought that opera is not for the mas- 
ses. The Carl Rosa Opera [s not for 
the masses, The Carl Rosa Company 
have proved ‘this to be o fallacious 
conception, and any performances by 
them jn the provincial towns of Eng- 
Jand are nolways given to cipacity- 
houses. This might be taken to dir- 
prove my assertion that the general 
public ure not operaconscious, But a 
moment's thought will demonstrate 
that his fact but proves—as opposed 
to disproving—my contention. By the 
jaw of averages—nand would that 
some of our statutes were as immut- 
able! It, ix a fact that In“any selected 
number, ‘there must be at Jeast one 
represenative of the whole. So it. is 
with music lovers, and - especially 
those whose tastes He in the operatic 
realm,

HE pity of it is that operatic pro- 

ductlons are expansive items, and 
the cost of production must necessari- 
ly be out of proportion to house re- 
celpts.

The 
luscious melodies of Verdi, the splen- 
dour of the decor in “Aida,” intimate 
charm of “Traviata or even the gar- 
inh spectacle of “Boheme,” are mem- 
ories which every music-lover will 
treasure. 

There Is, It {s to be admitted, a ten-, 
dency to build up on edifice of hero- 
worship round the ‘stars’ of the opera 
but If they be true artistes of the call- 
bre of Gigli, Pinza or Flagstead, such 
singers submerge their personalities to 
the general enhancement of the opera.

QNE hundred yeors ogo the first 

legai mensure to regulate public 
health ever passed in this or any other 
country: went on’ the Statute Book. 
Prior to its enactment there existed no 
authority, local or central, for the me 
gulation of street cleaning, house sani- 
tation, tnfectious diseases, vermin in- 
festatlon and over-crowding. 


At. that time no statistical data 
existed upon. which any sort of socin) 
survey could, be founded. Thus the 
connection between insanitary condi- 
tlons, vermin and over-crowding, and 
the endemic, so-called “fevers” that 
rocketed the death rate, was not amen- 
uble to statistical demonstration. 

In hig monumental History of Lon- 
don In the 18th Century, the late Sir 
Walter Besant tells us that it was no 
uncommon sightto see the dead bedles 
of new-born bables abandoned in the 
gutter, And well into the 19th cen- 
tury the spectacle of children of seven 
or elght years of age heing carried ky 
their parents. to the factories, where 
they worked fourteen hours a day, 
was accepted us no thing, if not natural, 
then inevitable,

One, Lord Shaftesbury, is remem- 
bered and memoralised by the Eros 
statue in Plecaditly Circus. The 
other, Edwin Chadwick, is ulmost for- 
pollen, save by those whose business 
> With public health. 

This is one striking example of ghe 
eclectic charocter of history, that cun- 
signs one worthy to oblivion, white 
perpetuating the name of another. 


Edwin Chadwick's contribution to 
the good of his country was, It $s pro- 
bably true to say, greater than that of 
even the great Shaftesbury—wit: 
whom, by the way, he was closely as- 
soclated for many years. 

Chadwick was born in 1800, at 
Longsight, near Munchester. He had 
no private fortune. He became a bur- 
rister, then turned to writing. In the 
Westmiuster Review he wrote. mainly 
on_the science of government. 

A hundred-years ago, It is aston{sh- 
ing to recall, cholera was a common 
disease In England, and) whut were 
known as the “fevers” carried off 
mony thousands every year, This de- 
Plorable stute of things was never as- 
sociated with the filth of the cities 
und towns, then without ‘any sort of 
sanitation. 

Chadwick, however, adopted the 
theory’ that the so-called “fevers” were 
due to the all-pervading stenches. He 
was on the right track, and well ‘in 
advance of medical acumen. He had 
no organisation, no financial backing 
but many critics and many mockers, 

- DESPITE THESE HANDICAPS 
Chadwick attempted a one-man 
survey of the social condition of Eng- 
land. It was a herole — undertaking. 


_—Though_a_lawyer_by_training,  Chad-_ 


wick was a man of scientific mind. 

He wanted facts, facts, tacts. Aid he 

qravelied throughout the land getting 
em. 

Later, having got them, he sat down 
to interpret them. When he had done 
that he was absolutely convinced of tha 
connection between filth, vermin and 
over-crowding, and the fevers. This 
new medical teaching he expounded, 
calling It the Sanitary Idea. It is sur- 
prising to recall that, with one or two 
honourable exceptions, such as Dr. 
Southwood Smith, the medical profes- 
sion poured ntempt upon Chad- 
wick's work and upon his theory. 


- It was entirely’ due to his indefatig- 


able efforts that the first Poor Law 
Commission, of 1832, was appointed. 
Chadwick served on it as an Assistant 
Commissioner. The subsequent Re- 
port, issued two years later, Is a social 
document of historical importance. 
Chadwick wrote it himself, It result- 
ed in the Health and Towns Bill, in- 
troduced by Lord Morpeth, and passed 
o year later. ; : 

Thus the Poor Law Commissioners 


came into belng, with Chadwick as ~ 


sceretary. 

In 1842, after years of toll, Chadwick 
{ssued his Report on The Sanitary 
Condition of the Labouring Classes. 
Out of that Report emerged the pre- 
sent many-sided Public Health service 
as we know it today. :

Medicine has brought ‘far greater 
benefits to‘ mankind during the lust 
GU years than physical science. 

This challenging statement was 
made on Wednesday to on assembly of 
2,000 sclentists by Britain's chief 
scientific adviser, Sir Henry Tizard. 

Sir Henry expressed this opinion in 
his address ot the opening session of

’ the annual meeting of the British As- 


sociation for the Advancement of 
Science, : 

In support of his claim, Slr Henry 
referred to the rapid eradication of 
disease In Britaln’s colonies which. is 
taking place. 

“Operations against malaria which 
started in British Gulana three years 
ago have now protected the whole of 
the population in the colony at an 
Qnnual cost of five shillings a head. 

“In 1044 infantile mortality was 350 
in a thousand, Ag a result of malaria 
control the birth rate has doubled and 
the infantile mortality rate dropped to 
67 Jn a thousand. The population is 
Increasing by 10 per cent., annually,”

and deaths, maternity and child: wel- 
fare, and the creation of such public 
servants’ as medical ‘officers of. health, 
sanitary inspectors, public analysts 
and health visitors. 

Side by side with the awakening of 
the social conscience went the advance 
of science. The engineer appeared on 
bear on sewer construction. Now in- 
dustrics sprang up out of the new 
public services and public health and 
municipal engineering services deve- 
loped. 

Today, more than 80 pc. of the 
population of Great: Britain has house- 
piped water. It is abundant and cheap. 
The Britlsh Waterworks Association 
represents 400 public undertakings, and 
7,754 parishes have piped water. 

We have become so clean that we 
have long since forgotten how dirty 
we once were, not only in our towns 
and cities, but in our persons, For ex- 
ample, how many. today know why 
wigs’ were worn? They were worn 
because head infestation was wide- 
spread among all classes, i

The hero of 
Tho Sky and the Forest, I should ex- 
plain, fs not a Noble Savage—but a re- 
prehensible and repulsive tyrant who 
believes himself to be a demi-god, and 
dots the i’s of his divinity with a huge 
and keen-cdged battle-axe. 

He loves power, has a_ passfonate 
hunger for meat, and, if his appetite 
grows unduly strong and other game {s 
lacking, often commanda that some 
likely human victim shall be separated 
from the herd of his subjects and fat- 
tened in captivity.
